The number of cases which have occurred 
during the present outbreak in Doukala is not reported, but it is 
estimated that there have been at least 10,000 deaths from plague 
and the mortahty is stated as having been 50 per cent during the 
first period of the outbreak and as being at present 90 per cent. 
Measures to prevent the spread of the disease to the coast towns 
were put in force September 29.

Consular Agent Harris reports, October 5 and 13 : Cholera is pres- 
ent in this port. To September 29, 14 deaths were reported, and 
from that date to October 5 about 4 deaths daily.
